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Waiting for signs of life

Five-year-old boy 
among three boaters 
reported missing

Rescue divers frantically searched 
for three missing boaters yesterday 
on a lake north of Stony Plain, as 
family and friends stood by prepar¬ 
ing for the worst. 

"I'm feeling really sick," said 
Amelia Cormier, who has been 
searching for her missing nephew 
since Wednesday. 

On Monday morning, 2 5-year- 
old Kyle Digous went on a fishing 
trip to Devil's Lake with a friend, 
40-year-old Zsolt Boros and his 
five-year-old son Hunor Boros. 

When the group didn't return 
from the lake, about 60 km north¬ 
west of Edmonton, family and 
friends became worried, and called 
police. 

After Zsolt's van and boat trailer 
were discovered by RCMP on 
Wednesday morning on the shore of 
Devil's Lake, a detailed search of the 
area began, and family members set 
up camp in an effort to help police. 

Cormier set up camp with her 
family immediately after they had 
heard Kyle had disappeared. 

"You never give up hope. You al¬ 
ways have to hope something will 
be revealed," she said. "We're also 
getting ourselves prepared for what 
might be eventual, and it might not 
be what we want to hear." 

Neighbours in the area reported 


that winds were high on the water 
Monday night. 

"When the wind comes up, it can 
get pretty choppy here apparently," 
she said. 

"I don't understand — he was a 
swimmer," added Kyle's uncle, Sam 


Cormier. "They weren't that far." 

Search and rescue divers 
searched the shoreline and bottom 
of the 300-acre lake yesterday. 
None of the missing persons were 
found, though police did find seat 
cushions, but could not confirm 


whether they were from the miss¬ 
ing boat. 

"I think we're going to have to face 
the inevitable," Amelia said. "Kyle, 
you must be giving me some 
strength."

Search drags 
into third week 
for missing man 

It's been three weeks since Jeffery 
Dykhuizen disappeared in north¬ 
ern Alberta, and though his body 
hasn't been found, his next-door 
neighbour has been charged with 
his murder. 

After family voiced their con¬ 
cerns about his disappearance, an 
investigation was launched over 
the Victoria Day Long Weekend to 
find the 44- 
year-old man, 
and his missing 
truck and travel 
trailer. 

On May 13, 

Dykhuizen's 
partially burnt 
pickup truck 
was found between Fox Creek and 
Whitecourt, minus the travel 
trailer. 

Though RCMP have yet to find 
his body, his neighbour, Anthony 
Morgan Shilmar, 41, has been 
charged with first degree-murder. 

No information is being released 
at this time as to why Morgan has 
been fingered in the case, but po¬ 
lice say they have sufficient 
grounds in the arrest. 

Investigators are still looking for 
Dykhuizen's body and travel 
trailer. 

He's described as a 44-year-old 
white male, with blue eyes and a 
shaved head, five-foot-10, weigh¬ 
ing in at 223 pounds. 

His trailer is a white 2002 West- 
wind Travel Trailer, with an Al¬ 
berta licence plate reading R83

Hearing about Alberta taxpay¬ 
ers fuming over hefty pay hikes 
and large increases to sever¬ 
ance packages is understand¬ 
able, but the issue is only looked 
at once in every 15 years, says 
Premier Ed Stelmach. 

"If somebody says there is a 
better idea out there to review 
this then I am open to sugges¬ 
tions," said Stelmach yesterday 
who adds the severance hikes 
are needed since MLAs cur¬ 
rently don't receive pensions. 

Stelmach and Speaker Ken 
Kowalski are reportedly to earn 
$250,000 more in severance

Alberta Liberal Leader Kevin 
Taft, who is calling for an inde¬ 
pendent review of MLA pay 
hikes, told reporters yesterday 
his cabinet will donate the 
extra earned cash to charity. 

that could top over $1 million 
once they are out of office. 

Meanwhile, both of Alberta's 
opposition parties have ruined 
a chance to make the govern¬ 
ment explain why they passed 
a pay raise package behind 
closed doors, says the Canadian 
Taxpayers Federation. 

Scott Hennig, a director 
with the federation, said that 
despite loud public outcry, 
the opposition didn't use their 
chance to question the gov¬ 
ernment on the methods that 
were employed. 

The issue must have been 


low on their to-do list, says 
Hennig, even though the Al¬ 
berta Liberals did vote 
against the pay raise. 

"The Liberals had 18 ques¬ 
tions in the last two days and 
the one theory is that this 
doesn't make their top 18," 
said Hennig. "[I guess] they're 
not all that angry about it." 

Hennig said he under¬ 
stands why the NDP didn't 
bother asking about the raise, 
since they voted for it. 

Taft says Hennig's accusa¬ 
tions are "silly." 

"Our position has been 
clear all along," said Taft dur¬ 
ing a phone interview with 
Metro. "It's just wrong for 
MLAs, government minis¬ 
ters, and the premier to de¬ 
cide our own salaries. That 
should be handled by an in¬ 
dependent committee."

Group aims to 
curb rising debt 

A band of credit counsellors 
wearing pig noses and swing¬ 
ing placards marched from 
Churchill Square down Jasper 
Avenue to remind people to 
start saving rather than dig¬ 
ging themselves deeper into 
debt. 


"Think about saving for 
your future," said Tracy Wat¬ 
son, director of communica¬ 
tions for Money Mentors. 

The non-profit organization 
is trying to curb skyrocketing 
personal debts, which are 
growing far faster than per¬ 
sonal savings, according to 
Statistics Canada. 

While more people are

TSB issues railroad

CN RAIL Canadian safety in¬ 
spectors warned North 
America's railroads yesterday 
to find up to 12,000 freight car 
wheel sets that remain in use, 
despite having been recalled 
years ago for safety problems.

The provincial government in 
Alberta, Canada's largest beef- 
producing province, said yes¬ 
terday it will give livestock 
farmers $300 million to deal 
with poor prices and high 
costs.

in a new trace- 
ability system 
that he said 
would help 

transform the industry 

'Alberta's livestock indus¬ 
try is facing significant chal¬ 
lenges and needs a major and 
fundamental change," George 
Groeneveld said in a release. 

The rising Canadian dollar 
has made the export-depen¬ 
dent beef and pork industries 
less competitive at a time of 


low prices and record-high 
feed costs. 

Labor shortages in the oil- 
rich province have also hurt 
major slaughter plants. 

Farmers will receive $150 
million now and another $ 150 
million after they register herd 
data with a new livestock in¬ 
formation database, the gov¬ 
ernment said. 

The system 
will help trace 
animals during 
disease out¬ 
breaks and could 
be used for certi¬ 
fying consumer- 
driven products 
such as hor- 
mone -free, 
range-fed, grass- 
fed, humanely 
raised or naturally raised 
meats, the government said. 

Alberta is home to 5.56 mil¬ 
lion cattle, representing 67 
percent of fed cattle produc¬ 
tion in Canada. The province 
produces 1.68 million hogs 
and has about 15 per cent of 
Canada's hog slaughter capac¬ 
ity.

The accused al Qaeda master¬ 
mind of the Sept. 11 attacks 
stood in a U.S. military court 
yesterday, sang a chant of 
praise to Allah and said he 
would welcome the death 
penalty. 

"This is what I wish, to be 
martyred," Pakistani captive 
Khalid Sheikh Mohammed, 
the highest-ranking al Qaeda 
operative in U.S. custody, told 
the Guantanamo war crimes 
court. He and four accused co¬ 
conspirators appeared in

Mohammed and co-defendants Ali Abdul Aziz Ali, Ramzi 
Binalshibh, Mustafa Ahmed al-Hawsawi and Walid bin At¬ 
tash are charged with committing terrorism and conspiring 
with al Qaeda to murder civilians in the attacks that 
launched the Bush administration’s global war on terrorism. 

They also face 2,973 counts of murder, one for each per¬ 
son killed in the 9/11 terror attacks.

As the judge questioned 
him about whether he was 
satisfied with the U.S. military 
lawyer appointed to defend 
him, Mohammed stood and 
began to sing in Arabic, cheer¬ 
fully pausing to translate his 
own words into English. 

"My shield is Allah most 


high," he said, adding that his 
religion forbade him from ac¬ 
cepting a lawyer from the U.S. 
and that he wanted to act as 
his own attorney. 

He criticized the U.S. for 
fighting in Afghanistan and 
Iraq, waging what he called "a 
crusader war," and enacting 
illegal laws, including those 
authorizing same-sex mar¬ 
riages.

Administration to 
reopen Arar probe 


Questions over 
whether the U.S. 
broke any laws 

The Bush administration is 
reopening a probe into the 
rendition of Maher Arar 
amid calls by Democrats for 
a special investigation to de¬ 
termine if the U.S. govern¬ 
ment broke any laws in its 
decision to send the Cana¬ 
dian to Syria. 

Richard Skinner, the in¬ 
spector general of the De¬ 
partment of Homeland 
Security, said he could not 
rule out the possibility that 
U.S. officials sent Arar to 
Syria to be tortured, some¬ 
thing the administration has 


denied for more than five 
years. 

In his report, he stated of¬ 
ficials knew it was "more 
likely than not" that Arar 
would be tortured if he was 
returned to his birthplace 
rather than Canada, his 
country of residence. 

Skinner cited new, unspec¬ 
ified information that might 
contradicted earlier conclu¬ 
sions on how and why the 
Bush administration picked 
up and detained Arar at New 
York's John E Kennedy air¬ 
port in 2002, then "rendered" 
him to Syria where he was 
subsequently tortured and 
held in a grave-like cell for a 
year.

I t's all so simple, really, this con¬ 
cept of going green. The objec¬ 
tive is to live happy, healthy 
lives and save the planet.

Tell whoever's mailing you this 
stuff to stop and to not sell, ex¬ 
change or give your information to 
other commercial interests. 

REDUCE PRINTER USAGE: Don't 
toss old faxes, reports and letters. 
Put them in your printer face up 
and print on their blank side. 

CLOSE YOUR DOORS: This will re 
duce the need to turn up the heat or 
air conditioning. Don't set your 
thermostat too high when it’s cold 
or too low when it’s warm.

Litter 'everywhere': 
Ocean Net founder

Sailing home to Newfound¬ 
land after 35 years in 
Toronto, Robert O'Brien was 
struck by the beauty of the 
coastal landscape — and the 
filthy mess wrapped round it 
like a noose. 

It was 1997, and O'Brien 
was sailing in a flotilla to 
commemorate the 500th an¬ 
niversary of John Cabot's ar¬ 
rival in North America, but 
what he was seeing was a 
shocking display of what has 
happened to the waters since 
then. 

"It's everywhere, ocean lit¬ 
ter. It's frightening," the self- 
made businessman says, 
adding that most of it comes 
off boats — about 80 per cent

from fishing boats. 

He was disgusted — and 
inspired to found Ocean Net, 
a grassroots organization 
dedicated to cleaning up 
coastlines through volunteer 
work. Today, it boasts more 
than 25,000 members in 
2,000 communities across 
Newfoundland who take to 
the shore at least once a year, 


garbage bags in hand. 

"Sometimes we do it twice 
a year, with all the litter com¬ 
ing off the ocean. You wonder 
where it comes from. Where 
did that mattress come 
from?" he muses about one 
particularly strange find. "It 
was a single mattress. Maybe 
someone had it on a boat. 

"Someone has to take 
stewardship of the environ¬ 
ment," he explains. "You're 
only one person, but you 
know, even if you recycled or 
composted, you reduce your 
human footprint. If we all did 
that, we could reduce our 
footprint by 75 per cent." 

He quotes his friend and 
fellow Canadian Environ¬ 
ment Award honouree Jon 
Lien: "God help me if some¬ 
thing happened to the envi¬ 
ronment while I was on 
watch."

Coral reefs, helping climate focus of this year's Ocean's Day 


First proposed by Canada at 
the 1992 UN Earth Summit 
in Rio de Janeiro, in many 
countries Ocean's Day — 
which is on Sunday — is es¬ 
sentially an annual beach¬ 
cleaning fest. This year, the 
theme is "Helping our cli¬ 
mate/helping our ocean" with 
extra attention paid to the 
impact on coral reefs as it co¬ 


incides with the UN-spon¬ 
sored International Year of 
the Reef. Canada's Depart¬ 
ment of Fisheries and Oceans 
has an activities poster to 
help coastal Canadians take 
some grassroots action 
(www. theoceanpro 
ject.org ). 

Ocean's Day 
also kicks off 


the start of Rivers to Oceans 
week, which runs until June 
14. It's a fusion of Canadian 
Rivers Day, celebrated since 
2003, and Ocean's Day. This 
year, the focus is on 
Canada's North, largely 
because about 60 per 
cent of Canada's 
fresh water 
drains north, 



and the safety of that water 
supply is under strain due to 
increased development and 
shipping traffic, not to men¬ 
tion the threat posed by 
global climate change of a 
vast ice-melt. 

This year, Rivers to Oceans 
week coincides with the Bi¬ 
centennial re-enactment of 
the historic journey of the 


voyageurs of the David 
Thompson Brigade. On 
www.2008thompsonbri 
gade.com, you can track the 
progress of the canoes, 
manned by 160 hardy souls 
who are paddling across four 
provinces on their 63-day 
journey, which will cover 
3,600 kilometres and end on

In its annual reserves and 
supply-demand report, Al¬ 
berta's Energy Resources 
Conservation Board said the 
province's output of tar-like 
bitumen rose to a total 482 
million barrels in 2007 and 
could rise above one billion 
barrels within nine years. 

Production from the oil 
sands is ramping up to meet 
demand from U.S. refiners, 
with more than $100 billion 
in projects under construc¬ 
tion or on the drawing 
board. The report said that 
the total amount of bitumen 
in the province is 1.7 trillion

Campbell up to speed 


Quick receiver 
looks to give Esks 
a game-breaker

One of many problems the 
Edmonton Eskimos had as 
they struggled to a 5-12-1 
record last season was a lack 
of game-breakers and differ¬ 
ence-makers. 

At first glance, Kelly Camp¬ 
bell, a five-foot-11, 170- 
pound receiver and kick 
returner, doesn't necessarily 
look like the answer to either 
deficiency, but after a week 
of training camp, coach 
Danny Maciocia likes what 
he sees. 

Better still, there's more to 


Campbell than meets the eye. 
Not only does he have a head 
for the game and hands to 
match, the former Georgia 
state track star has speed to 
burn and room to do it in the 
wide-open spaces of a CFL 
field. He looks like a fit. 

'As far as the field, it's just 
another advantage for me," 
said Campbell. "It gives you 
more opportunity to turn up 
field and make something 
happen." 

With a healthy Ricky Ray 
back as starting quarterback 
and filling the air with 
pigskin, the question is who 
he'll throw to when the regu¬ 
lar season begins. 

The 27-year-old Campbell, 
who played his college ball 
with the Georgia Tech Yellow 
Jackets, has looked as good 


as any newcomer looking to 
join a receiving corps that in¬ 
cludes Jason Tucker, Kamau 
Peterson, Fred Stamps and 
Brock Ralph. He's also in the 
plans on special teams. 

"He's a special athlete," 
Maciocia said. "The last guy 
who ran like Kelly was prob¬ 
ably Ed Hervey. He keeps 
teasing me he once ran a 4.2 
in the 40-yard dash, but we 
researched it and it was just 
under 4.3. 

"He's explosive when he's 
got the ball. Those are the 
kind of guys every team is 
looking for. If you can get him 
the ball, he can make a 10 - 
yard throw go the distance." 

Campbell spent parts of 
three seasons with Min¬ 
nesota and enjoyed his best 
campaign with the Vikes in 


2003 with 25 catches for 522 
yards. He was twice signed 
by Miami but released. 

Campbell is Georgia Tech's 
career leader with 2,907 re¬ 
ceiving yards, 195 receptions 
and 24 TD catches. He was a 
three-time all-ACC selection 
and boasted 10 games with at 
least 100 yards in kick re¬ 
turns. 

"I love special teams," 
Campbell said. "I'll be a kick 
returner, a punt returner, 
whatever you want. 

"The more you can do the 
better your chances are. If 
you want me on the offensive 
line, I'll play there, too. Re¬ 
turning is something I love to 
do. 

"I'm not the tallest guy in 
the planet, but I've got some 
vertical," smiled Campbell.

An Olympic-sized 
error of judgment 


I magine how much bet¬ 
ter the Olympic Games 
could be were it not for 
the nitwits who run them. 

What’s the deal with 
these clowns? Why is it that 
the members of the Interna¬ 
tional Olympic Committee 
can only be described with 
adjectives that start with 
the letter i? You know — irri¬ 
tating, ignorant, insensitive, 
insensible, idiotic... 

One of them, someone 
named Gian Franco Kasper, 
actually was quoted as say¬ 
ing this in an effort to ex¬ 
plain why women should 
continue to be banned from 
ski jumping in the 
Olympics: From a “medical 
point of view, (ski jumping 
is not) appropriate for 
ladies.” 

Huh? 

Am I missing something 
here? Is there something 
about a female body that 
doesn’t allow them to fly 
through the air as well as a 
male body can? 

Oh, and then there was 
Jacques Rogge’s rationale 
for the prohibition of 
women’s ski jumping. 

Rogge is the president of 
the IOC and, you would sus¬ 
pect, intelligent. I’m afraid, 
however, that this is one i 
word that cannot be applied 
to him. Women’s ski jump¬ 
ing, Rogge said, must be ex¬ 
cluded from the Olympics 
because it has only 80 com¬ 
petitors worldwide. 

“If you have three medals, 
with 80 athletes competing 
on a regular basis interna¬ 
tionally, the percentage of 
medal winners is extremely 
high,” Rogge said. “In any 
another sport, you are 
speaking about hundreds of 
thousands, if not tens of 
millions of athletes, at a 
very high level, competing 
for one single medal. We do 
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not want the medals to be 
diluted.” 

Thing is, Rogge’s wrong. 
More than 130 women from 
16 countries are registered 
with the International Ski 
Federation. Hundreds more 
compete at national levels. 

And Rogge’s contention 
that “hundreds of thou¬ 
sands, if not tens of millions 
of athletes” compete at high 
levels in other Olympic 
sports? That’s bull. 

Has he not seen any 
women’s ice hockey in re¬ 
cent years? Has he no clue 
about the dearth of compet¬ 
itive women hockey players 
or how women’s hockey has 
become strictly a two-coun¬ 
try sport? Is he unaware 
that Canada and the United 
States always meet for the 
gold medal? 

There actually may be 
more formidable female ski 
jumpers on the planet than 
women hockey players. Or 
male badminton players. 

Seriously, the IOC has to 
smarten up and it must ca¬ 
pitulate. It is 2008 . Women 
deserve to ski jump in the 
Olympics. Period. End of 
story. Sadly, women ski 
jumpers are suing to get in 
to the 2010 Games in Van¬ 
couver. You might help 
them by signing a petition.

frequently described as an 
obscenity down to the 
level of real smuttiness. 

Rejected by Paul 
Mitchell’s Manhattan 
salon, Zohan ends up in 
the boroughs, on a street 
where Jewish and Muslim 


businesses sit side by side, 
cutting hair in a strug¬ 
gling hair salon owned by 
a pretty Palestinian (Em- 
manuelle Chriqui), mak¬ 
ing his reputation by serv¬ 
icing his elderly female 
clients with the casual he¬ 
donism that’s supposed to 
be a hallmark of Tel Aviv 
club culture. 

His idyllic exile ends 
when he’s recognized by 
an Arab cab driver (the in¬ 
evitable Rob Schneider) 
who passes the news on to 


The Phantom (John Tur¬ 
turro), his Palestinian 
nemesis. 

At the end, Sandler

Death Cab For 
Cutie hits No. 1 
with latest album

BER of 20th 

century writers and artists 
who sought inspiration 
while visiting the isolated 
central California locale of 
Big Sur, Death Cab For 
Cutie front man Ben Gib- 
bard had hoped to seek 
similar enlightenment 
whilst writing songs for 
Narrow Stairs, the band’s 
seventh studio, which 
reached the No. 1 spot on 
the Billboard 200 album 
chart in its first week. 

Instead, the 32-year-old 
came away rather disillu¬ 
sioned. “I guess I was ex¬ 
pecting some kind of 
profundity to hit me. I 
wanted to project some 
kind of transcendence of 
being in this place,” Gib- 


bard tells Metro, noting 
that he wanted to follow 
in the proverbial footsteps 
of his literary idol Jack Ker- 
ouac, who holed himself 
up in a cabin at Big Sur to 
pen his 1960s novel of the 
same name. “For me, I felt 
foolish expecting some 


kind of answer by making 
a pilgrimage to this place 
that belonged to one of my 
heroes. 

“That’s how I would best 
describe what the song 
Bixby Canyon Bridge (lo¬ 
cated at Big Sur) is about; 
how foolish we always feel 


when we project transcen¬ 
dence or salvation onto 
any physical thing.” 

Said melancholy ap¬ 
pears to be in keeping 
with the lyrical themes 
and literate-smart indie 
pop for which Death Cab 
has become renowned. 


Along with the disillusion¬ 
ment expressed on Bixby 
Canyon Bridge, Narrow 
Stairs also explores the re¬ 
grets of a bride who winds 
up marrying the wrong 
beau (Cath...), the woes of 
a chum’s relationship 
breakup (Your New Twin- 
Sized Bed) and goes a step 
creepier into relaying the 
controlling mind of a 
stalker (I Will Possess Your 
Heart). 

That’s not to say the 
Washington State-based 
quartet operates under a 
cloud of total doom and 
gloom. Quite the contrary: 
Gibbard points out that 
he, guitarist/producer 
Chris Walla, bassist Nick 
Harmer and drummer 
Jason McGerr were happy 
enough to try and push 
new boundaries. Rather 
than record songs in a 
piecemeal, layered fashion 
a la 2005’s Grammy-nomi- 
nated Plans, Death Cab 
worked more like a live 
band jamming, keeping in 


little “happy accidents” 
such as a disconnected gui¬ 
tar cord or a slashing tape 
cut. 

But the most notable 
form of enlightenment 
comes from first single I 
Will Possess Your Heart, 
eight minutes and 31 sec¬ 
onds long, with vocals ap¬ 
pearing nearly five 
minutes in. An edited four- 
and-a-half minute version 
was released to appease 
most radio programmers, 
but Gibbard notes “more 
stations are playing the 
longer version.” 

“It might be a stretch to 
say that an eight-and-a-half 
minute single with no vo¬ 
cals at the front end 
should somehow become a 
No. 1 song in any country,” 
says Gibbard. “But if 
there’s one thing I hope 
we can achieve, it’s to 
show people that if you 
have a song that’s catchy 
enough, the old rules of 
what a single should be 
shouldn’t have to apply.”

B eck is paranoid. I 
know this because 
I’m jammed into the 
middle seat, one row from 
the toilets, on a wretched 
American airliner heading 
to Los Angeles.

Lawsuit hits Paltrow series 


Spanish road trip 
featured actress 
and famous chef 

AN EMMY-WINNING com- 
edy writer is suing the pro¬ 
ducer of a TV series about 
a Spanish road trip by U.S. 
celebrity chef Mario Batali 
and actress Gwyneth Pal¬ 
trow, saying he was never 
paid for weeks of work. 

Ben Karlin, a former 
head writer for Comedy 
Central’s The Daily Show 
with Jon Stewart and co¬ 
writer of Stewart’s America 
(The Book), sued Frappe Inc 
on Tuesday in New York 
state court for around 
$500,000 in damages and 
compensation. 

In 2007, Frappe’s presi¬ 
dent, Charles Pinsky, ap¬ 
proached Karlin to 
“conceptualize and over¬ 
see” a companion book to 
the series, Spain ... on the 


Road Again, according to 
the lawsuit. 

The series records a “cul¬ 
tural and gastronomic tour 
through Spain” by Batali 
and Oscar winner Paltrow 
and will premier on PBS 
TV stations in the fall, the 
lawsuit said. 

But Karlin, who said he 
travelled twice to Spain 
after Pinsky approved his 
concept for the book, said 
Pinsky delayed giving him 
a signed contract for 
months and then dis¬ 
missed him without pay. 

Pinsky’s lawyer, Leslie 
Ben-Zvi, said Karlin was 
misrepresenting the facts. 

“We will vigorously de¬ 
fend this lawsuit, includ¬ 
ing the good names of 
Charles Pinsky and Mario 
Batali,” he said. 

Karlin said his role was 
poorly explained to others 
involved with the project. 
He said he clashed with

Batali, who believed that 
Karlin was charged with 
writing the book, rather 
than overseeing its ere- 
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ation, the lawsuit said. 

“Batali, claiming preoc¬ 
cupation with other ven¬ 
tures, also refused to 
contribute substantial ma¬ 
terial to the book, despite 
Pinsky’s assurances other¬ 
wise, and there was no in¬ 
dication that any 
contribution from Paltrow 
was forthcoming,” the law¬ 
suit Said. REUTERS

cer hero Pele has given his 
approval to a television 
documentary that will 
offer an unprecedented 
look at his career. 

Pele's story has been re¬ 
counted in written biogra¬ 
phies, but the producers said 
this marks the first time he 
has granted anyone "such 
unparalleled access" to pro¬ 
duce a TV documentary.
